—Attention of importers is invited to the import policy 
for Printing Paper etc., (falling under S. No. 158-IV), in Section II of the Red 
Book, for April-September, 1961, period. 


2. It is hereby notified for the general information of Trade that White 
Printing Paper ('excluding laid marked paper) which contains mechanical wood 
pulp amounting to not less than 70 per cent, of the fibre contents etc., and which 
weighs less than 50 Gm. per Sq. Meter, cannot be imported against licences issued 
for S. No. 157-158-IV of the Import Trade Control Schedule. 

Subject:_ Import Trade Control Classification of Tool Holders, etc. 


No. 13-ITC(PN)/61. —It is clarified for the information of the trade that the 
classification of “Tool holders complete with knurls or bits and knurls and bits 
without Tool holders’’ is Sr. No. 20(1) (c) of Part II of the Import Trade Control 
Schedule. 


2. Tool holder's coming alone are classifiable under Part VI of the Import 
Trade Control Schedule. But imports of Tool holders without bits or with one 
customary bit in position will, however, be allowed to be imported under Sr. No, 
20(1) (c) of Part II, unless specifically shown as banned in the Red Book,

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Imports and Exports 
Control) Act, 1947 (XVIII of 1947), as in force in India and as applied to the 
State of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby gives general permission 
to all persons to import from Pakistan any goods of the description specified in 
the annexed Schedule, which are produced or processed in Pakistan.
